The oddirion of o classroom ser of compurers 
was rhe main change in rhe marh deporrmenr. 
The compurers included rwelve Commodore 
8032s and rwelve Super Pers. There was also 
rhe oddirion of on Apple Mclnrosh compurer. 
The differenr compurers gave marh reachers 
rhe capabiliries ro reach differenr programming 
languages The Mclnrosh was used as a supple- 
menrary machine for Compurer Marh II. 

Compurer marh reacher, Mr. Wayne Lam- 
brighr, srared, "Taking one or more of rhe com- 
purer courses provides a good background in 
rhe compurer sciences. The courses prepare a 
srudenr well for a furure involving compurers. 
However, if a srudenr doesn'r wanr a career 
wirh compurers, bur jusr wanrs ro use rhem for 
personal use, rhey'll srill have enough knowl- 
edge and background ro be on rheir own." 

The co-chairs of rhe deporrmenr, Mrs. Judy 
Cagley and Lambrighr were proud of rhe de- 
porrmenr. Lambrighr srared, "GHS in general, 
gives all srudenrs who wish ro leorn on excellenr 
prepararion in academic areas. The marh 
courses offered are above average in relarion- 
ship ro mosr schools in Indiana." 

Cagley said, "The srudenrs here or GHS have 
oursranding opporruniries in marh. The marh 
deporrmenr can offer good advanced courses. 
The responses from groduared srudenrs have 
been rhar rhe marh courses rhey rook helped 
rhem."

Every year rhe deporrmenr gives srudenrs a 
chance ro enrer rhe Narional High School Marh 
Conresr. The purpose of rhe resr was ro find 
oursranding srudenrs, and ro discover rheir abili- 
ries. This year's rop rhree scorers ar Goshen 
were senior David Haney, junior Chris Bowman, 
and senior Frank Hess. 

One of rhe mosr inreresring machines here ar 
GHS was rhe word processor. The business de- 
porrmenr obrained ir's firsr in rhe 1982-83 school 
year and anorher one for rhe 1983-84 year 
Word processors were very popular in rhe busi- 
ness world, because rhey made Transcribing ler- 
rers and orher rhings easier. Srudenrs didn'r hear 
much abour rheir use here ar rhe high school 
bur rhey were used exrensively by rhe reachers 
and also by rhe newspaper sraff. 

The word processors could process informa- 
rion, sorr marerial alphaberically and numerical- 
ly, search and find marerial, paginare (curring 
off afrer a desired amounr of lines while ryping 
non-srop), and rype ro fir any parricular rype of 
form. Some of rhe fearures of rhe word proces- 
sor in rhe business deporrmenr were a dicrio- 
nory (which conroined abour 50,000 words), a 
builr in calcularor (which did verrical and hori- 
zonrol calcularions), and a 128K memory. The 
processors cosr rhe school abour $9,500. They 
had dual disk drives and borh shared a lerrer 
qualiry prinrer. "Even wirh excellenr equip- 
menr, rhe business deporrmenr is always rrying 



ro improve rhe equipmenr," srared Mrs. Anne 
Shomber 

Only a few classes used rhe word processors. 
They were rhe two hour lob, secrerarial class, 
and office machines. The beginning shorrhand 
class also learned ro use rhe word processors ro 
Transcribe lerrers. 

When asked abour srudenrs raking business 
courses, Shomber replied, "I anricipare rhar our 
srudenr load will remain rhe same in rhe furure 
because of rhe srare requiremenrs. They will 
wanr ro rake rheir required courses firsr." 

Mr. Harold Kasrner srared, "Nor as many sru- 
denrs rake business classes as rhey did years 
ago." 

There were some changes in rhe deporr- 
menr rhar deporrmenr head, Mr. Charles Harr, 
would have liked ro odd. "I would like ro add a 
course of Business English (learning ro wrire ler- 
rers, memos, ere. wirh grammar and puncruo- 
rion). I've also requesred compurers ro use for 
rhe advanced accounring class," srared Harr. 

When asked abour raking rhe accounring 
doss, Senior Brenda Arnold replied, "I felr rhar I 
would probably need rhe informorion rhar I 
learned in rhe class. Ir could help me lorer in life if 
I wanr ro enrer a business career. The class was 
prerry much rhe way I expecred ir ro be."

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Civics, a one semester course required for 
graduation involved the study of various levels 
of government, the history of democracy, and 
various aspects of our constitutions.

The changes for the next school 
year included the addition of more credits to the 
graduation requirements for the incoming class 
of 1988.

courses to bring a broader background, and 
more courses to bring more students up to a 
higher achievement level, could be good." 

Mr. Don Ogle stated, "I'm very much in favor 
of requiring students to get a minimum of 35 to 
38 credits to graduate." 

Giving her views on the cutting out of release 
time, Mrs. Karen Paff stated, "I think that it has 
been taken advantage of. Many students, how- 
ever, were benefiting educationally from re- 
lease time."
